Chinese withdrawal 
and express astonishment that the 
Japanese have learnt nothing since 
1932, having recklessly committed 
themselves to an identical adventure 
of no strategie Importance, which hus 
already cost them very dear.

Geneva, Sent. 14. 

“The problem confronting the 
Nyon Conference was that of a 
masked highwayman who docs 
not stop short of manslaughter 
or .even murder,” said Mr. 
Anthony Eden, British Forcign 
Secretary, in a broadcast speech 
from Geneva to-night. 

He denounced the barbarous method 
of these piratical submarine attacks 
on neutral shipping in the Mcediter- 
Tanean. Recent attacks had shown 
the raiders’ utter disregard for the 
rules of submarine warfare. Their 
actions constituted a kind of gangster 
terrorism of the seas and took no 
account of the sufferings and loss of 
Ufe of peaceful crews. 

“We do not belleve these unknown 
submarines would or could continue 
these pirate attacks if these rules were 
enforced,” Mr. Eden declared. 

He emphasised that patrol ships 
would be authorised to counter-attack 
and if possible destroy any submarine 
actually engaged in plracy and also 
any submarine found so close to the 


scene of attack that there was no]. - 


reasonable doubt of its guilt. 

He concluded with the expression 
of the bellef that they would put a 
stop to submarine priacy in the 
Mediterrancan.—-Reuter.

Consulates 


Action Taken At 
Key Points 


Moscow, Sept. 14. 

Russia has created on international 
surprise. by withdrawing recognition 
of the .key Japanese Consulates at 
Odessa, on the Black Sen, and 
Novosibirsk, an important junction 
on the trans-Siberia railway, effective 
from to-night. 


The Russians took action on the 
grounds that Jnpan had elght Con- 
sulates In Russin while Russian had 
only six in Japan, which arrange- 
ment did not conform .with the notes 
of 1926 which provided for cqual 
consular representation. 


Cancellation of recognition of these 
consulates is taken to indicate official 
anger at the Sino-Japanese develop- 
ments and the Mediterranean crisis, 
for it is noteworthy that Russian ships 
which have been attacked were bound 
from Odessa or neighbouring ports, 
and Japan, Italy and Germany have 
an understanding regarding mutual 
opposition to Bolshevism.

Traitor Ring 
_ In China 


Short Shrift After 
Doing Work 


Nanking, Sept. 15. 
A big, “traitor ring," the n-embers 
who are in the employ of the Japun- 
esc, is now operating in’ the country, 
according to rellable intelligence re- 
cetved here. 


According to one: who knows the 
inner workings of the organisation, 
practically-all of the so-called trattors 
are of the poor class and few If any 
live much longer after they have ac- 
complished their tusk for the Japan- 
ese, 

Traitors who actually carry out the 
work, do not know thelr employers, 
as there fs a “middle man” who docs 
the hiring and also the final work of 
“getting rid” of his employccs. This 
middle man is known as one who 
“buys lfe.” 

For instance, one middie mun .cn- 
sages 10 traitors who give signals and 
other assistance to Japanese aviators 
during an attack on a certain town or 
city, Each traitor is promised $10 
but the middle man usually deducts 
half of the sum for his “commission.” 
After the work is finished the middlc 
man is responsible for disposing the 
traltors, usually by polsoning or by 
outright murder, it is sald, 

However, the middle man also faces 
the same fate, His employer natural- 
ly fears some day the middle man 
may be arrested and confess or 
threaten to blackmail to keep quict. 
He will consequently dispose of his 
employce in the same fashion which 
the other traitors have been treated.

Valuable additions were made by speculations in manuscripts 
and in the copyright of unpublished works by George Borrow, the 
Brontes, and Swinburne. . 


The trustees were anxious that it should not be disposed of 
din the salerooms of London and New York, where individual 
volumes would undoubtedly command high prices. 


Mr. Wise directed that the library should be sold intact, at 
far below its real value if necessary. .

Extraordinary General 
Meeting On Monday 


(By "“Verltas”) 


ADICAL changes in several of the rules govern- 


ing the Hongkong 
be propose 


They envisage, among 
things, the splitting of divisions 
into ‘sections, with divisional 
championships «depending — on 
sectional finals. 


This is a method ‘of solving 
the problem of congested fixture 
lists and outsize annual league 
programmes which I have long 
advocated in these columns. 


The attractive part of the new 
rules is that the Management Com- 
mittee is given diseretionary powers 
concerning the establishment of sece 
tional divisions, It Is not proposed 
that divislbns must’ be split up, 
Sectioniscd divisions quite clearly 
will depend upon the number of 
teams entered, But one happy effect 
will be that the Association will no 
loner find it necessary to refuse 
applications to the various divisions 
because they fear: the league = pro- 
gramme will become too ‘unwieldy. 
Their solution, in future, should the 
proposed amendments be pussed, will 
be to divide the teams into sections. 


F.A. WANT MORE MONEY 


Another highly important amend- 
ment to be proposed fs an increase 
in the entrance fee and subscription 
to the Association by clubs.

BARONET DIES 
AT CRICKET 


Sir Wilfrid Lawson’s 
Life Of Sport. 


London, Aug. 29. 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson of Tse Hall, 
Cockermouth, one of Cumberland's 
most famous sportsmen, collapsed 
while playing in a erlket match at 
Isel_ yesterday, and died within a 
few minutes. He was 75 years of 
age. 

A daring and skilful horseman, Sir 
Wilfrid, who was third baronet, 
attributed his excellent health to

-When he -was.32 he still.rode in 
Point-to-Point races.

Like his father, who was Glad- 
stone's friend and a great temperance 
advocate, he was a strict tectotaler, 
and he held that he was a first-class 
advertisement for total nbstinence. 

He succeeded to the title In 1906 
and sat as M.P. for the old Cocker- 
mouth division of, Cumberland 1910 
to 1916. 

A few years ogo, while acting as 
wicketkeeper for the Ise] village 
cricket team, Sir Wilfrid was strucie 
by a fust ball. Two of his terth 
were broken and his face Incerated. 

BACK TO THE FIELD 

“Tl go to the dentist,” he sald to 
his team mates, “and will rejoin you 
later." Sir Wilfrid went to the 
dentist, had a tooth. extracted, re- 
turned to the field and played a great 
innings. 

At Iscl it wag stated yesterday: 
“After his assistance. He was care 
ried to his home, Ise] Hall, but he 
died very shortly after arrival.” 

Sir Wilfrid married, in 1891, Mary 
Camilla, the daughter of the late 
Mr. T. A. Macan, of Elstow, Beds, 
who survives him.

Japan .can produce In adequate 
tqyuantity only one of five basic metals 
needed for war. materials, a.study by 
the national resources committee 
showed recently.

As the report was published, 
Senator. HW. Styles Bridges, Re- 
publican, New Hampshire, asked a 
senate military affairs sib-committee 
to investigate the scrap steel. re- 
sourees of the United States by 
banning scrap steel exports. 

The national resources committee 
study for 1932, a typical year, 
showed copper production, in Japan 
ut 76,000 metric tons while apparent 
consumption was only 75,000 tons. 
‘Jnpanese factories imported 2,000 
tons of copper ore While 3,000 tons 
of finished products were sent to 
Asin and Europe. 

China was listed as 
producer" of copper, and 
were not included in the study.

Highest Exports For 
Seven Years 


- London, Sept. 14, 

In August, £42,462,205 worth of 
United Kingdom goods were export- 
ed—the highest value for any. August 
since 1030. Oversea trade returns 
show that in the same month of last 
year and 1935 exports were valucd 
nt £36,258,115 and £34,882,055 
respectively. - : 


Imports for the three months, June, 
July and August, were the highest in 
value ever recorded for a similar 
period of the year. Imports in 
August were valued at £86,650,083, 
against £60,055,677 and £50,146,232 
in the same month of the two preced- 
Ing years. A 


For re-cxports, August values wero 
£0,687,100, £4,425,975 and £4,185,- 
561 for this year, last year and in 
1935 respectively. 

Figures for the first elght months 
of the year show a growth In the 
value of exports from £283,170,234 
in 1935 to £341,438,002 in 1930 and 
£054,374,807 in 1937, The totals for 
re-exports In the cight months were 
£41,809,595 last year and £54,201,309 
this year, ‘ 

Comparing the elght-month periods 
of 1930 and 1937, the most notable 
increases In imports were in ‘respect 
of wood and timber—210,053,207— 
and of-non-ferrous metals— £ 16,414,~ 
458. There was also an Incrense of 
£17;670,193 for graln and flour, but 
this was more than accounted for by 
higher prices, as imports by the 
hundredweight were 132,000,534 this 
year against 133,584,057 last year. 

In exports, the chief increases were 
for jron and stecl manufactures, coal, 
cotton and woollen yarns and manu- 
factures, vehicles and chemicals, Coal 
exports were 26,225,502 tons against 
22,380,428 in the same period of 1936.

' Sectionised — divisions quite clearly 
Wil, depend upon. the number of 
teams entered, Dut one happy effect 
will be that the Association sWwill no 
longer find it. necessary to refuse 
upplications to the various divisions 
hecnuse they fear the Jengue pro- 
fframme will become too unwieldy.

BARONET DIES 
AT CRICKET 


Sir Wilfrid Lawson’s 
Life Of Sport 


: London, Aug. 20. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson of Isei Hall, 
Cockermouth, one of Cumberland's 
most famous sportsmen, collnpscd 
while playing in a eriket match at 
Isel yesterday, ond dicd within a 
few minutes. He was 75 years of 
age. 

A daring and skilful horseman, Sir 
Wilfrid, who was third baronet, 
attributed his excellent health . to

, It will surprise those who have 
not thought the matter over care- 
fully to ledrn that there have prob- 
ably never been so many os 5,000 
registered professionals on the F.A, 
books in any one year, 

When the 84 clubs of the Football 
League Inst May forwarded their 
retained lists’ of players for the 
1937-38 senson the aggregate was 
only 1,863. 

Of those, 655. were with First 
Division clubs, 546 with Sccond 
Division clubs, 349 with Third South 
clubs, and 313° with Third North 
clubs. The only club of the 98 to 
register more’ than 40 was Aston 
Villa, who sent in 43 names. 

Since then a number of clubs 
have added to thelr playing strength, 
but it Js certain that fewer than 
2,000 hnve been registercd to date 
with the Football League. 

Ticre are few clubs outside the 
Leayue whose players depend entirc- 
ly upon their football carnings asa 
menns of livelihood. ‘The total num- 
ber registered professionals with the 
Football Assoclation is under 4,000,

Not ‘for one moment ia Ht suggested 
that these technical clues should 
ignored, On the contrary, St ja 
obvious that many criminals vwould 
fo free wete tt not for the pollee 
Jabornatory with ita microscopes, ultras 
violet rays, and = endless re-ngents. 
Medical experts play an important 
part, If not Une most finportant part, 
in most murder trials, and to-day the 
criminal, however clever he may be, 
cannot reqard himself as safe. “This 
was clearly borne out in the brilliant 
reconstruction of the Dr. Ruxton 
erlme. 

But unless the man In jeopardy of 
his Hfe cnn afford to employ equally 
expert and brilliant witnesses, is 
there not oa danger that he may 
suffer for a mistake of the Crown 
expert? Tn essence the expert says 
that he has looked through a micro- 
scope nnd seen something which he 
describes. No one doubts that he has 
seen what he describes, ‘or at Jenst 
believes that he has seen It. But 
how often is his testimony checked 
by another entire Independent wit- 
ness? 


The Best Make Mistakes 


A casual reading, of the history of 
science will show how often even the 
greatest men have fallen into error. 
Tn ordinary scientific research results 
are checked und rechecked, Before 
a ifew cure for a disease would be 
generally accepted, probably hun- 
dreds of experiments would have to 
be conducted, and every possibility of 
error climinated. This js to save 
life. Are we always so careful be- 
fore taking life? 

1 cannot help remembering that 
trained astronomers have — seen 
planets which were seen by no onc 
else, and have therefore been ts- 
sumed not to exist; or that medical 
research workers have obtained r¢e- 
sult which, on being checked, were 
shown to be duc to an accident. 

True, the probability of error only 
amounts to one in a million times, 
but it bas always been a_ principle 
o€ British law that it 4s better for 
many guilty men to go free than for 
one innoent man to be convicted. © 

Eminent counsel often yo to great 
pains to understand — scientifie and 
medical evidence, and no doubt 
judges acquire considerable technical 
Knowledge, But the jury is com- 
posed of fyymen who could not be 


expected to understund the details of iy 


technical tests, [ have served on a 
jury ina case where medical evidence 
was of importance, and J] understand 
this diMetulty ot first hand. No man 
likes to condemn on evidence which 
he does not fully understand,

up the new and highly scientific 
method of detection. .This has been 
due, not so much, [ think, to the lacie 
of enterprise of pollce chiefs as too 
natural conservatism which, is the 
ensence of justiee, and a knowledge 
of the pitfalls of expert evidence, 
The tendency hos been to use sclence 


be and medicine for detection of the sus- 


pect rather than for his convictlon, 
The technien! evidence is fully 
necepted only in so’far as it is sup- 
ported by other kinds of evidence, 


By the adoption of thls attitude by 
Judge and jury the ‘Innocent man on 
trial Is safesuuirded. A halr or a 
plece of dust may Iead to a erjminnt 
belng detected, but they will not alone 
lend to his being convicted. As 
more and more technical evidence is 
piven, so will the difference between 
fucts and opinions hnve to be more 
often emphasised. The expert may 
state that be found certain things, 
and these may be put In as exhibits, 
but It will have to be pointed out to 
the jury that bis deductions from his 
observations are matters of opinion, 
His experience and skill may be such 
that his opinion carries very great 
weight, but it remains, nevertheless, 
an opinion, -

The Prisoner's Greatest Friend

soner {is entitled to the benefit of 
rensonnble doubt, and he Is Ikely to 
nee the flaw in a cose which seems to 
click neatly into place. '- Some tlme 
tyto there was a remarkable case of 
a plece of a headlamp being knocked 
of-In an neeldent after which the 
motorist did not stop. The plece was 
Jater fitted exactly into the headlnmp 
of n motorist. It looked very much 
us if-two-and two wero . going to 
make four. And then the motorist 
brought another piece from his car, 
which also exactly fitted, explalning 
that it had come off the day before, 
The danger of Jumping to conclu- 
sions, especlally the conclusion for 
which you are Iooking, was never 
better shown. 

It is this that Judge and jury have 
to be on their guard against. No one 
for a moment doubts the integrity. of 
the experts, They have nothing to 
gain either way, and thelr sclentifie 
training is all directed towards find- 
ing the truth, resurdless of conse- 
quences. In Britaln we probably 
have the fairest and most honourable 
experts in the world. But there jg 
no man living without his prejudices 
and Hability to error, und corrobora- 
Uon seems os necessary for expert 
evidence as for any other kind.

from Geneva to-night. 

He denounced the barbarous method 
ef these pirutical submarine attacks 
on neutral shipping in-the-Mediter=- 
ranean, . Recent attacks had shown 
the ralders' utter disregard for the 
rules of submarine warfare. Thelr 
netions constituted a kind of gangster 
terrorism of the seas and took no

“We do not believe these.unknown 
submarines would or could continuc 
these plrate attacks if these rules were 
enforced,” Mr. Eden declared. . 

He emphasised that patrol ships 
would be authorised to counter-attacl: 
and if possible destroy any submarine 
actually engaged In piracy and also 
any submarine found so close to the 
scene of attack that there was no 
reasonabic doubt of its guilt. 

He concluded with the expression 
of the belief that they would put a 
stop to submarine priacy In the 
Mediterranean.—Reuter,
